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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Fressola (Reg. No. 27,550) on July 20, 2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

There are two claims 18, applicant agrees to cancel the second claim 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination, a sound transducer 
comprising at least one sound unit based on at least one radially sound emitting 
diaphragm arranged in a substantially cylindrical, the diaphragm consisting at least 
partly of electromechanically converting material capable of creating sound by changing 
its physical state upon electrical excitation, wherein within a single sound unit said 
diaphragm is arranged to be supported between an inner sound guiding sleeve and an 
outer sound guiding sleeve, the sleeves having substantially similar radial cross- 
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sectional shape in than said diaphragm, in order to form at least one axial acoustic 
channel between tie diaphragm and at least one of said sleeves, so that the sound 
waves generated by the diaphragm are arranged to be guided along said acoustic 
channel out from the sound unit, and that at least at the exit side of said acoustic 
channel the axial ends of the diaphragm and the corresponding sound guiding sleeve 
are arranged to have mutual non-alignment in the plane perpendicular to the axis of the 
sound unit in order to reduce the acoustic mass that said acoustic channel represents. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
